An ExtraSt 

of the Anatomical Account^ written and left hy the famous Dr* 
Harvey, concerning Thomas Parre 3 who died in London at 
the Age 0/152 years and 9 moncths, 

TIJis Account is annexed to a Book, lately publifht in Latin 
by Dr. $ohn Eetts M. D. one of his Majefties Phyficians 
inordinary, and Fellow of the L en don- Colled ge of thofe of 
that Profeflioniln which Treatife (to touch that briefly) the Au- 
thor endeavors to (hew, that Milk, or fomcthing Analogous to 
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it, Isthe univcrfal nourifhment of all living Creatures, and the 
immediate and whole Matter of Blood; whence, and from the 
three parts whereof, viz. theButyraceous, Serous, and Cafeous, 
and their various conco&ion in the Stomach, and conftitutionin 
the Veins, he would deduce the different mature of the Humors 
and Spirits compofing the blood* as from the different Quantity 
and Quality of thefe, he would derive the whole bufinefs of 
Health, and Sicknefs, and the method of Cure. 

But as to the Obfervations made upon the Perfon.and Difie* 
dionof Thorn. Parre, 'tis noted 5 

i. That he was a poor Countryman of Shropjhire>whencQhe 
was brought up by the Right Honorable Thomas Earl of Arundd 
and Surrey , and that he dyed, after he had out-lived nine Prin- 
ces, in the tenth year of the Tenth of them, at the age of 152 
Years and 5? Moneths. 

2. That being opend after his death (viz,, An. 1635 '.. No- 
<vemb.\6.) his body was found yet very flefliy, his breaft hairy ^ 
his Genitals unimpaired, ferving not a little to confirm the report 
of his having undergone public k Cenfures for his incontinency 5 
efpecially feeing that after that time, viz^ at the age 1 20 years, 
he married a Widow, who owned, Eum cum ipfa rem habuifje, 
ut alii mariti folent, & ufyue ad 1 z annoi retroattos folitum cum 
eacongreffttm frequent ajje. Further, ; that he had a large Bread, 
Lungs not fungous, but flicking to his ribs., anddiftended with 
much bloud^lividnefs in his facets he had a difficulty of breath- 
ing a little before his death,and a long-iafting warmth in his Arm- 
pits and Breaftrf/wit (which fign together with others werefo 
evident in his Body, as they ufe to be in thofe, that die by fuf- 
focation.) His Heart was great, thick, fibrous, and fat, The 
bloud in the Heart blackifh and dilate. The Cartilages of the 
Sternum not more bony, than in others, but flexile and foft. His 
rifcer* very found and ftrong, efpecially the Stomach 5 and it 
was obferv'd of him that heufed to eat often by night and day, 
though contented with old Cheefe, Milk, courfe Bread, fraall 
Beer, and Whey 5 and which is more remarkable, that he did 
eat at Midnight, a little before he died. His Kidneys cover 'd 
with fat, and pretty found 1 only in the anterior furface of them 
there were found fome aqueous or ferous (as'twere) abfce0es ; 
whereof one was near the bignefs of a Hen-egge> with a yel-

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lowifh water in it, having made a roundifh cavity, imprefledin 
that kidney : whence fome thought it came, that a little before 
his death a fuppreflion of Vrine had befallen "him $ thongh others 
were of opinion, that his Vrin was fupprefled upon the regurgi- 
tation of all the Serofity into the Lungs. Not the leaft appea- 
rance there was of any Stony matter either in the Kidneys or 
Bladder. His Bowels were alfo found, a little whitim without. 
His Spleen very little, hardly equalling the bignefs of one JRTid- 
hey. In fhort, all his inward parts appear'd fo healthy, that 
if he had not changed his Dyetand Air, he might perhaps have 
lived a good while longer. 

3. T he Caufe of his death was imputed chiefly to the change 
of Food md Air-, forafmuch as coming out of a clear, thin, and 
free Air, he came into the thick Air of London, and after a con- 
ftant, plain, and homely Country- diet, he was taken into a fplen- 
did Family, where he fed high, and drunk plentifully of the 
beft wines, whereupon the natural functions of the parts of his 
body were over-charged, his Lungs obftru&ed, and the habit 
of the whole Body quite diforder'd j upon which there could not 
but foon enfue a diilblution. 

4. His Brain was found entire and ferme : And though he 
had not the ufe of his Eyes, nor much of his Memory, feveral 
years before he died •, yet he had his Hearing and Apprchenfion 
ve:y well,and was able even to the hundred and thirtieth year of 
his Age to do any Husbandmans work,even Threfliing of Corn.
